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President's  Message 


Dear  PAN  Members: 


Just  back  from  an  incredibly  busy  27th  anniversary  PAN 
PAN  coin  show.  Our  meeting  schedule  was  a huge  im- 
provement, with  two  extra  talks  on  Saturday  and  two 
new  talks  on  Sunday.  Thank  you  to  all  of  our  speakers. 

A lot  of  effort  is  involved  in  conducting  a talk  or  meeting 
and  we  thank  all  of  our  hosts  and  speakers.  Whether  one 
person,  a dozen  people,  or  a crowded  room  attended  - you 
are  reaching  out  and  sharing  your  knowledge/experiences 
with  fellow  collectors,  and  you  should  be  proud  that  you 
have  the  opportunity  (and  the  courage)  to  speak  in  front 
of  a group.  I am  personally  much  more  comfortable  with 
smaller  parties  (although  I have  no  problem  yelling  at 
a group). 

Dealers  — these  next  paragraphs  pertain  to  you  (and  collectors  should  pay  close 
attention).  These  are  not  general  circumstances,  but  real.  All  of  these  happened  at 
the  recent  October  PAN  show.  Maybe  someone  will  learn  a valuable  lesson  from 
your  experience. 

1. )  An  "early-bird"  dealer  called  the  ExpoMart  at  midnight  on  Thursday,  stating  that 
he  had  lost  a coin  while  showing  boxes  to  the  dealers  on  set-up  night.  My  first 
thought  was  that  the  dealer  misplaced  the  coin  --  which  is  true  in  99%  of  these  cases. 
He  also  called  my  cell  phone  and  left  a message,  and  again  he  called  the  bourse  floor 
when  the  show  opened  on  Friday  morning.  I announced  the  coin  he  lost,  and 
asked  the  dealers  to  check  their  tables.  This  early-bird  dealer  called  back  later  on 
Friday  morning  and  stated  that  he  had  found  the  coin  out  of  order  in  the  back  of  his 
box.  Great!  But  don't  expect  a show  to  be  overly  concerned  that  you  "lost"  a coin.  If 
you  are  showing  boxes  of  your  inventory,  it  is  your  responsibility  to  pay  attention 
to  what  is  going  on  --  not  ours. 

2. )  A long-time  PAN  bourse  dealer  leaves  boxes  of  coins  at  his  table  for  the  public  to 
look  through,  like  a lot  of  dealers.  This  is  commonplace.  He  told  me  that  a 
customer  was  looking  through  the  boxes.  An  item  he  had  locked  in  the  case  caught 
the  customer's  interest,  and  the  customer  bought  that  item  instead.  Afterwards,  the 
dealer  believed  a two-  to  three-inch  stack  of  2X2s  was  missing  from  one  of  his 
boxes.  Did  the  customer  take  them?  Who  knows.  But,  as  the  dealer  now 
knows,  he  probably  needs  to  be  more  alert  when  he  has  a customer  looking  at  boxes. 
Which  reminds  me,  how  many  dealers  leave  their  cases  unlocked  throughout  the 
course  of  a show  because  it  is  a "hassle"  to  open  them  all  the  time? 

3. )  Another  long-time  PAN  bourse  dealer  was  packing  up  on  Sunday,  and  instead  of 
using  the  loading  dock  where  there's  security  on  the  close-down  day,  he  used  the 
elevator  to  make  multiple  trips  to  his  car.  He  came  up  on  one  of  those  trips  and  told 
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me  that  his  car  was  broken  into,  and  his  empty  showcases  were  taken.  In  this  case, 
the  dealer  lost  no  inventory  but  those  cases  are  not  free,  so  now  he  has  to  replace 
them.  In  this  dealer's  defense,  he  usually  does  not  stay  at  the  show  on  Sunday,  but 
purchases  a two-day  table  on  Friday  and  Saturday  — but  he  knows  the  entrance  is  at 
the  West  Wing  loading  dock  on  Thursday  night,  and  he  should  have  left  the  same 
way  — in  a crowd  with  the  other  dealers,  not  alone.  Dealers  should  never  try  to 
load/unload  alone.  Wait  for  a crowd,  or  ask  for  security.  That  is  what  they  are  for. 

4.)  Another  long-time  PAN  bourse  dealer  leaves  large  boxes  of  proof  sets/mint  sets 
at  his  table  for  the  public  to  touch.  He  told  me  he  had  three  1999  90%  silver  proof 
sets  missing.  In  my  opinion,  there  is  no  reason  to  have  one  --  much  less  three  -- 
$350  sets  lying  out  at  your  table,  mixed  with  $5,  $10  and  $20  sets.  Those  expensive 
sets  should  be  on  your  back-up  table,  not  on  your  bourse  table,  out  in  the  open.  I 
also  noticed  this  dealer  has  a computer  on  the  back-up  table  --  which  means  he  must 
turn  away  from  his  table  to  use  it.  Another  big  No-No.  It  is  just  too  tempting  for  a 
criminal,  whether  amateur  or  professional,  to  wait  for  your  back  to  be  turned.

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PAN  & the  2004  PITTSBURGH  ANA  SHOW

The  2004  Pittsburgh  ANA  Con- 
vention was  a marvelous  event,  and 
PAN  and  PAN  members  featured 
prominently  in  making  it  a success. 
The  2005  San  Francisco  ANA  Con- 
vention has  already  come  and  gone, 
but  Pd  hke  to  publish  this  belated 
accounting  of  PAN’s  funding  of  var- 
ious convention-related  items. 

Big  Crowds 

By  now,  we’ve  all  read  accounts  of 
low  bourse  attendance  in  San 
Francisco,  but  I’m  sure  that’s  a 
result  of  geography  and  not  a lack  of 
effort  or  support  on  behalf  of  the 
host  clubs,  who  registered  great 
crowds  of  local  attendees.  We  in 
Pennsylvania  are  fortunate  to  have 
two  popular  ANA  Convention  cities 
and  a fabulous  collector  base;  these 
factors  were  a big  help  in  ensuring 
the  great  success  of  the  Pittsburgh 
ANA  Convention. 

Plenty  of  Help 

As  the  General  Chairman  of  the 
Pittsburgh  event,  I want  to  again 
thank  all  of  our  volunteers  for  their 
help.  Members  of  virtually  all  of 
the  clubs  in  Western  Pennsylvania 
helped  out,  as  did  many  PAN  mem- 
bers from  across  the  state.  But  it 
takes  more  than  just  people  to  host 
an  ANA  Convention  — it  takes 
money,  as  well.  Most  ANA  Conven- 
tion attendees  and  probably  most  of 


the  convention  committee  and 
volunteers  as  well,  are  probably 
unaware  that  the  host  committee 
has  no  budget  available  for  spend- 
ing of  its  own.  As  General  Chairman, 
I found  myself  wearing  the  hat  of  a 
fund-raising  chairman  as  well. 

Money  Needs 

This  became  apparent  years  before 
the  convention  itself, when  we  want- 
ed to  to  create  a “Get  to  the  Point” 
giveaway  token  to  promote  the 
Pittsburgh  ANA  at  Baltimore  in 
2003.  PAN  picked  up  the  cost  of 
these,  which  Sam  Deep  arranged  to 
have  made.  These  aluminum  tokens 
echoed  the  theme  we  had  chosen  for 
the  1989  Pittsburgh  ANA  show. 
PAN  also  paid  for  30  “Get  to  the 
Point”  medals  struck  in  silver,  at  a 
cost  of  $480.  These  were  sold  in 
Baltimore  and  elsewhere  to  offset 
the  cost  of  the  giveaways  and 
various  incidental  expenses. 

Gold  Shirts 

The  next  big  expense  came  when  we 
wanted  to  get  custom  shirts  for  the 
committee  members  and  volunteers 
to  promote  the  event.  Although  the 
ANA  did  subsidize  half  the  cost,  the 
rest  had  to  be  made  up  by  us.  We 
found  a maker  for  the  shirts,  and 
collected  cash  from  everyone  when 
the  shirts  were  delivered.  In  the 
end,  this  arrangement  worked  well.

and  the  Pittsburgh  gold  shirts  were 
seen  everywhere  in  the  convention 
hall  in  Pittsburgh. 

Free  Caricatures 
The  PAN  Board  had  stood  ready  to 
subsidize  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
shirts,  but  with  the  ANA’s  offer,  this 
became  unnecessary.  Instead,  PAN 
devoted  its  budget  to  other  matters. 
One  thing  the  Pittsburgh  committee 
hoped  to  do  was  generate  some 
excitement  with  free  entertainment 
at  the  show,  something  we  weren’t 
aware  of  any  other  convention  city 
doing.  Through  Assistant  Chairman 
Sam  Deep,  we  found  a local 
caricature  artist,  and  arranged  for 
her  to  give  free  portraits  to  the 
crowd  in  the  registration  area  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoon. 
The  expense  was  paid  by  PAN  at  a 
cost  of  about  $500.  She  signed  all 
the  portraits  “Courtesy  of  PAN.” 
This  was  a big  hit,  and  I understand 
there  were  lines  of  people  waiting 
for  their  portraits.  And  these  made 
great  souvenirs  of  the  convention. 

A Magician 

While  reading  an  account  of  the 
1935  Pittsburgh  ANA  Convention,  I 
learned  that  one  of  the  host  club 
members  entertained  banquetgoers 
with  magic  tricks.  Sam  Deep  located 
a local  magician,  and  we  hired  him 
to  entertain  for  an  hour  at  the  cock- 
tail reception  prior  to  the  banquet  at 
a cost  of  $450.  He  was  marvelous, 
and  the  crowd  was  dehghted.  This 


expense  was  picked  up  by  the  ANA, 
again  leaving  PAN  with  funds  for 
other  activities. 

At  a cost  of  under  $100.  PAN  paid 
for  the  “goodie  bags”  given  to 
attendees  at  the  Friendship  Lunch- 
eon. A number  of  items  in  the  bags 
were  donated  by  local  businesses, 
but  other  items,  such  as  the  bags 
themselves,  sets  of  Pittsburgh  post- 
cards and  stamps,  as  well  as  some 
local  souvenirs,  were  purchased. 
Committee  member  Richard  Crosby 
and  his  wife,  Eva,  made  up  the  bags 
and  distributed  them  at  the  event. 
Sam  Deep,  Chick  Ambrass,  Don  Car- 
lucci  and  others  were  responsible 
for  donating  or  soliciting  some  of  the 
other  items  included  in  the  bags. 

A Special  Exhibit 
Another  expense  PAN  offered  to  pay 
for  made  possible  a very  special 
exhibit  --  Don  Carlucci’s  extensive 
display  of  numismatically-related 
autographs,  documents,  photos,  art- 
work and  plaster  casts.  The 
Pittsburgh  Convention  Center  had 
NO  walls,  and  in  order  to  display  the 
collection,  temporary  walls  had  to 
be  rented  at  a cost  of  about  $1,425. 
The  exhibit  covered  the  whole  back 
wan  of  the  exhibit  area.  Don  and  his 
helper,  former  PAN  Secretary  Pat 
McBride,  spent  most  of  the  day 
Tuesday  mounting  the  exhibit,  as 
well  as  a great  deal  of  time  on 
Sunday  taking  it  down.  This  was  a 
tremendous  amount  of  effort  on 


their  part,  and  this  mammoth 
exhibit  was  something  rarely  seen 
at  any  other  convention.  It  would 
not  have  been  possible  without 
PAN’s  financial  commitment,  but  in 
the  end,  we  lucked  out  - the  ANA 
picked  up  this  cost  as  well. 

Tokens 

During  the  convention,  we  gave 
away  an  “I  Made  the  Point”  token  to 
complement  the  1989  and  2003  “Get 
to  the  Point”  souvenir  tokens.  Kitty 
hitman  of  the  Coin  Exchange  in 
downtown  Pittsburgh  subsidized  the 
cost  of  these  in  exchange  for  an  ad 
for  her  store  on  the  reverse.  Here 
again,  Sam  Deep  made  the  arrange- 
ments. 

The  Banquet 

The  highlight  of  the  convention  for 
most  hard-core  ANA  supporters  is 
the  Saturday  evening  banquet.  Here 
again  PAN’s  financial  assistance 
helped  out  with  the  generous 
“goodie  bags”  provided  for  the 
approximately  350  people  in  at- 
tendance. The  ANA  and  Whitman 
Publishing  provided  the  bags  and  a 
2005  spiral-bound  “Red  Book.” 
Included  were  two  very  special 
souvenir  items.  The  first  was  a 
large  custom-made  Sarris  chocolate 
“coin”  featuring  the  ANA  logo  and 
“Pittsburgh  2004.”  Don  Carlucci 
made  the  arrangements  for  these,  at 
a cost  of  about  $1,700.  The  second 
item  was  a bronze  Christmas  orna- 
ment featuring  a scene  of  the  Pitts- 


burgh skyline,  and  engraved  on  the 
reverse  was  “ANA  2004.”  Richard 
Crosby  made  the  arrangements  for 
these  with  Wendell  August  Forge,  at 
a cost  of  about  $3,000,  which  the 
ANA  paid. 

Following  the  convention,  PAN 
thanked  the  ANA  committee  mem- 
bers with  free  tickets  to  the  October 
PAN  banquet  plus  a 2004  one  ounce 
Silver  Eagle  bulUon  coin.  The  four- 
teen Silver  Eagles  cost  about  $390, 
and  the  meals  cost  $420. 

The  Wrap-Up 

In  total,  PAN’s  ANA-related 
expenses  came  to  about  $3,600,  well 
under  our  budgeted  amount  of 
$5,000.  Given  that  the  ANA  show 
enabled  us  to  hold  our  summer  PAN 
show  at  the  ExpoMart,  PAN  was  able 
to  cover  these  expenses  easily.  Also, 
the  ANA  paid  the  host  clubs  $2,000 
following  the  convention.  PAN’s 
share  of  this  was  $666,  bringing  net 
cost  under  $3,000.  All  the  things 
that  PAN’s  assistance  helped  make 
possible  were  things  that  convent- 
ion-goers  and  the  ANA  brass  are 
likely  to  remember.  The  2004  Pitts- 
burgh ANA  was  one  of  the  best 
conventions  in  memory.  Perhaps, 
someday,  we  will  have  an  opportun- 
ity to  host  it  all  over  again.  Many 
thanks  to  Kathy  Sarosi  and  the  PAN 
board  for  their  quick  and  generous 
support. 

************************************** 
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The  Fulton  National  Bank

In  my  last  article,  I reviewed  the 
seven-year  project  concerning  the 
seven  original  National  Banks  of 
Lancaster,  PA,  as  promised. 

I decided  to  enlarge  a bit  on  the 
Fulton  National  Bank  history,  for  the 
reason  that,  with  all  the  bank  mer- 
gers in  recent  years,  the  Fulton  is 
the  sole  survivor  by  name.  Granted, 
it  is  now  the  Fulton  Bank,  having 
switched  to  a state  charter  some 
years  ago. 

As  you  undoubtedly  know,  the 
Fulton  is  named  for  our  Lancaster 
County  native,  Robert  Fulton,  best 
known  for  his  successful  steamboat, 
the  Clermont,  which  he  designed 
and  built.  Its  first  voyage  without 
incident  was  made  in  upstate  New 
York,  after  his  first  two  vessels  sank 
in  our  Conestoga  River  (an  offshoot 
of  the  Susquehanna  River). 

The  bank  was  chartered  February 
21,  1882,  with  charter  #2364.  Of 
the  original  13  Directors  of  the  bank, 
seven  were,  in  one  way  or  another, 
affiliated  with  the  tobacco  business, 
as  a dealer,  farmer,  retailer  or 
packer.  Safe  to  say,  back  then,  to- 
bacco was  the  primary  crop  of  this 
county.  The  Fulton  has  maintained 
a close  relationship  with  farming 
activity  in  this  area,  serving  as  the 
second  largest  agricultural  lender  in 


the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

Most  important  to  collectors,  the 
bank  issued  both  large  and  small 
national  bank  notes.  Examples  exist 
of  the  Series  1875  (at  left),  the 
1882  Brown  Back  and  Value  Back, 
and  the  1902  Plain  Back.  While  the 
Series  1875  was  issued  in  $5,  $10, 
$20,  $50  and  $100  denominations, 
the  others  were  issued  only  in  the 
$20  denomination.  The  1929  Type  1 
and  II  small  notes  were  issued  in 
$10  and  $20  denominations. 


The  first  Fulton  Bank  (circa  1882) 
In  1889,  another  bank,  the  Lancas- 
ter Trust  Company,  opened  its 
offices  in  the  first  block  of  North 
Queen  Street.  While  several  of  its 
Founders  and  Directors  were 
involved  with  the  Fulton,  naturally 
there  were  close  ties.  The  photo 
above  shows  the  initial  Fulton  Bank 
building,  also  on  North  Queen  Street, 
not  far  from  where  F.W.  Woolworth 
opened  his  ornate  Lancaster  store. 
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Fulton  Bank  Headquarters.  1929 
The  Fulton  Bank’s  first  President 
was  John  A.  Bitner.  Although  a 
cabinet-maker  by  trade,  Bitner 
founded  a freight  business  with  his 
brother,  which  was  very  successful 
and  profitable.  He  served  16  years, 
until  1897,  and  was  eulogized  for 
his  business  success  after  his  death. 

These  Presidents  followed  Bitner: 


1897-1913 -John  D.  Skiles 
1913-1934-  John  C.  Carter 
1934-1943  - John  E.  Malone 
1943-1960  - Penrose  H.  Rule 
1960-1965  - Harold  G.  Sawyer 
1965-1969  - Harold(“011ie”)  Frey 
1969-1980  - William  Hoke 


During  Mr.  Hoke’s  term,  the  Fulton 
reverted  to  a state  charter. 

I personally  knew  or  had  association 
with  several  of  these  gentlemen, 
and  can  vouch  for  their  business 
acumen  and  civic  participation. 

Over  recent  years,  many  neigh- 
boring County  banks  have  been 
merged  into  the  Fulton  — such  as 
the  Mountville  National  Bank,  the 
Gap  National  Bank,  Akron  National 
Bank,  Leola  National  Bank,  the  East 
Petersburg  National  Bank  and 
others,  some  of  which  had  issued 
their  own  national  banknotes. 

Several  architectural  renovations 
and  enlargements  have  taken  place 
over  the  years.  Presently,  the  entire 
northeast  section  of  Penn  Square, 
extending  from  North  Queen  Street 
onto  East  King  Street,  is  occupied. 


Shown  below  are  just  a few  tokens 
giving  an  indication  of  the 
Fulton  Bank’s  long  history. 
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The  Fulton  Bank  took  action  in  1982 
whereby  it  became  a subsidiary  of 
the  Fulton  Financial  Corporation,  a 
holding  company,  publicly  owned. 
Mr.  Rufus  Fulton  (an  appropriate 
but  coincidental  name)  has  served 
served  admirably  as  its  Chief  Execu- 
tive Officer,  and  with  his  retirement 
imminent,  we  wish  him  well. 

It’s  estimated  that  the  Fulton 
currently  has  in  excess  of  3,000  em- 
ployees. Without  going  into  too 
many  specifics,  it  pioneered  the 
Drive-In  Teller  Window  in  our  area, 
the  24-hour  ATM,  branch  expansion 
and  other  advances. 


Although  some  may  think  my  article 
sounds  a bit  like  a commercial,  I 
repeat  that  the  Fulton,  by  name  at 
least,  is  the  sole  survivor  of  the 
seven  original  National  Banks  in  the 
City  of  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania.

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New  $20  Notes  Coming 


Sorry  we  can’t  show  this  picture  in 
color,  because  that’s  a key  element 
in  the  new  $20  notes.  But  we’ll  de- 
scribe tlie  changes. 

They  actually  won’t  start  appearing 
in  cash  registers  and  banks  before 
March,  2006,  because  that  gives 
some  time  for  ATMs  and  other  cash 
machines  to  change  over  so  they  can 
be  accepted  electronically. 

The  idea  for  the  new  $10  notes  is 
similar  to  that  used  for  the  new  $20 
and  $50  notes  already  in  use.  Their 
use  of  color  is,  of  course  to  make  it 
more  difficult  for  counterfeiters  to 
pass  off  their  fakes. 


the  lead  time  is  necessary  for  opera- 
tors of  vending  machines  and  other 
devices  that  accept  currency  to 
make  the  changes  necessary  to 
accept  the  new  bills.  (The  appear- 
ance of  the  new  $10  notes  was 
actually  unveiled  in  September.) 

An  Education  Program 


As  before,  the  new  $10  notes  will 
feature  Alexander  Hamilton,  but 
with  several  variations.  A1  will  no 
longer  have  an  oval  frame  around 
his  face  — although  his  bust  will  be 
quite  similar  otherwise.  The  reverse 
will  again  show  the  U.S.  Treasury 
building. 

Additions 

Additions  will  include  a small  torch 
- from  the  Statue  of  Liberty  — and 
the  phrase  “We  the  People”  shown 
in  red.  Also,  there  will  be  small 
yellow  “10s”  as  well  as  a subtle 
orange  background. 

Tom  Ferguson,  the  Bureau  of  En- 
graving and  Printing  Director,  says 


The  lead  time  will  also  enable  an 
education  program  for  the  pubhc  - 
so  you  and  I wiU  not  be  taken  by 
surprise  upon  first  seeing  the  new 
$10  bills. 

“A  good  currency  program  depends 
on  a highly  secure  currency  design, 
very  good  law  enforcement,  and  also 
an  educated  public,”  Ferguson  said. 

Some  people  might  see  the  new  bills 
right  away  — in  early  March  — but 
the  introduction  in  any  given  area  of 
the  country  will  depend  on  the 
demand  by  commercial  banks  for 
the  new  $10  notes  to  replace  old, 
worn-out  bills.

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The  Fall.  2005  PAN  Convention 


Our  Fall  PAN  show  of  2005,  held  at 
the  ExpoMart  in  Monroeville,  PA 
October  21,  22  and  23,  was  another 
success  — with  over  120  dealer 
tables,  many  great  exhibits,  and 
another  tasty  banquet. 

Exhibits 

We  do  get  a remarkable  batch  of 
exhibits  at  our  PAN  shows,  particu- 
larly at  the  October  show.  The  “Best 
in  Show”  exhibit  was  an  impressive 
display  of  U.S.  Half  Dollars  — 
examples  issued  during  the  term  of 
every  President  in  U.S.  history  — 
exhibited  by  Bill  Cowbum.

Highlighted  speaker  at  the  banquet 
- and  at  the  Koins  4 Kids”  meeting, 
as  well  — was  Joe  Ferguson,  who  is 
the  designer  of  the  latest  nickel 
five-cent  piece,  which  has  a three- 
quarter  view  of  Thomas  Jefferson’s 
face  on  the  obverse,  and  on  the 
reverse,  the  “Ocean  in  View” 
culmination  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
cross-country  expedition  of  1804 
and  1805. 
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In  this  slightly-dark  photo  is  Joe 
Ferguson,  discussing  his  design  of 
the  2005  “Ocean  in  View”  nickel. 

The  Story  of  designing  the  new 
nickel  five-cent  piece  was  a 
fascinating  one.  When  he  submitted 
the  three-quarter  view  of  Jefferson 
(along  with  other  design  ideas),  this 
was  Joe’s  favorite,  but  he  thought  it 
unlikely  it  would  be  selected.  To  his 
surprise,  however,  that  was  the 
choice  of  the  Mint.  And  “Liberty”  is 
shown  in  Jefferson’s  handwriting. 

Another  amusing  part  of  the  story: 
Lewis  and  Clark  were  not  good 
spellers  — as  shown  many  times  in 
their  diaries  of  the  expedition. 
When  they  reached  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  they  wrote  “Ocian  in  View.” 
Joe  Ferguson  decided  to  use  that 
wording  exactly  as  the  explorers 
had  written  it.  The  Mint,  however, 
disagreed.  They  said  that  thousands 
of  people  would  be  phoning  the 
mint  every  day  — claiming  they 
possessed  a new  nickel  which 
contained  an  error,  and  assuming  it 


was  rare  and  valuable.  Thus,  the 
Mint  decided  the  proper  spelling  of 
“Ocean”  was  the  way  to  go.  Designer 
Joe  Ferguson  had  to  agree  with  this 
logical  assessment. 

Joe  Ferguson  proved  to  be  a fine 
speaker,  with  an  engaging  personal- 
ity. And  he  spent  a lot  of  time  sign- 
ing his  autograph  for  numismatists. 

Gilroy  Roberts  Award 
Presented  at  the  banquet,  the  Gilroy 
Roberts  literary  award  went  to 
Charles  (“Skip”)  Culleiton.  In  the 
photo  below.  Skip  (on  the  right)  is 
pictured  receiving  this  coveted  PAN 
award  plaque  from  Wayne  Homren. 


The  raffle  of  donated  items  was  an 
enjoyable  end  to  the  banquet,  as 
usual,  with  Jerry  Kochel  presiding. 
Many  different  items  were  donated 
for  this  purpose,  and  they  garnered 
over  $300  for  PAN’s  treasury.  This 
raffle  tradition  began  several  years 
ago,  when  PAN  needed  cash  to  pay 
its  bills.  Today,  PAN  no  longer  has 
such  budget  problems  — but  the 
tradition  has  continued  simply 
because  it’s  an  enjoyable  event.
